Points  on  Growing  Flowers 


The  first  point  on  growing  good  flowers  is  to  give  the  plants  room  to 
develop,  unless  this  is  done  not  much  can  be  expected  in  the  way  of  size 
of  the  flowers,  or  continuous  bloom  for  a  long  period.  Another  point  is  to 
have  the  soil  in  good  condition.  Thoroughly  fined,  free  from  trash,  and 
well  drained  as  very  few  flowers  do  well  in  a  wet  soil.  The  point  is  the 
—  roots  must  have  air  and  sunshine  as  well  as  plant  food,  in  order  to  pro- 
n*  mote  vigorous  growth,  necessary  for  the  production  of  fine  flowers. 

Make  it  a  point  to  stir  the  soil  frequently,  keeping  out  all  weeds  and 
applying  a  little  fertilizer  around  the  plants. 

A  point  to  be  remembered  in  the  sowing  of  flower  seeds  either  in  pots  or 
boxes,  is  to  keep  the  soil  moist  until  the  seeds  have  germinated  and  are  up. 
Oftimes  a  little  carelessness  at  this  time  will  mean  the  loss  of  plants,  and 
the  seeds  are  considered  no  good.
